When one looks a.t the landscape of motlcm Basirh and the neighbouring villages is struck 
by the extremely fertile well-watered plains dotted with numerous mounds ^d tanks. There arc se¬ 
veral small sheets of water to the north andwest of the Garh, The traditioi^ belief is tlut ^ were 
fifty-two tanks around VaiSall. Quite a few still exist e.g.. Bawan Pokhaty Ghogha Pokhar, Kh taum 
Pokhar traditionally believed to be the Ahhhkka-pitshkurm, Gangasagary etc. There arc a n^hcr 
of ruined stutx^t m and around Basarh. To the south-west of the Garb m the hean of die Bas^h 
village stands a large brick-built stupa, built over by the tomb of a .\luslim saint which is P^PuJ-i^-

B, PREVIOUS WORK 

The identification of modem Basarh oontaimng the Garh of Raja Visala with Vkidllt of the 
present villages of Baniya tiith VaaijagTdma, of B^kund with KsiridagrdJ 7 ta, and of Koihua with 
Kolldga are quite plausible. Modem village names like Bodha and Bhagavanpur and Anandpur also 
appear to be reminiscent of the intimate association of the place with Lord Buddha and his favourite 
disciple Ananda, whose relics, according to the Buddhist tradition and the accounts of the Chinese 

travellers were enshrined in a stupa at Vaiialh 

Such is die place as attracted a number of earlier scholars and archaeologists who noticed 
the antiquides of the site ox conducted archaeological excavations. This place was first visited 
and nodcetl by J. Stephenson in 1854-* * followed by Alexander Cunningham who visited 

it between 1862 and 1864 and described its antiquides.* T. Blodi of rhe Archaeological Survey 
was the first archaeologist to conduct excavations here at the Garh site in 1903 <14. He unearthed 
hoards of official Gupta seals which proved that Basarh was an ancient town and a provincial head¬ 
quarters of the Gupta empire,* 

After a decade D. B. Spooner of the Archaeological Sur^'ey undertook excavations* at the 
same Garh site in 1915-14 with a view (t) to trace the royal palace which should have been wdtliin 
the moated enclosure where Bloch had excavated, (a) to get some fresh due for the identification 
of the site, (5) to get more antiquities, and lastly (4) to have more inscribed seals. Spooner s hopes 
were partially realized and he was convinced that the occupations of the Garh site extended from 
the Gupta to the Mauryan age. 

The four seals® engraved with the name of the city of Vai^ali found by Bloch and Spooner 
place die identity of the site with ancient Vd^ali beyond dispute. 

These earlier excavations gave an impetus to the authorities of the Vai^ali Sangh to finance a 
further exploration at Vai^all which was undertaken by the Department of Archaeology' on their 
request in 1950. 

C. SUMMARY OF RESULTS 

The main aim of this excavation was (i) to determine the nature of the defences of die Garh

hitherto exposed at VSC may, therefore, be safely dated from joo to 300 B.C. The other 
associated finds at VSC are bone-points and Iron objects like nail and knife which also occur in the 
equivalent layers at Ujjain, Hasdnapura and Sonepur. 

Period lb {f, 300 to ijo B. C.) 

In the upper layers of VSC black-and-rcd ware is practically absent, but the N. B, P. Ware and 
grey ware of medium to coarse fabric arc found in feir quantity along with the more plentiful red 
ivarc, sometimes showing the use of taurine symbols. The earliest layers of VS I, If and III have 
yielded the same wares. Other characteristic finds of this period found on all the VaiSali sites arc 
yl^d s of po ttcr>', agate and camellan, bone-points, and terracotta Naga and other figurines with 
punched circlets. Similar finds associated with the N. B. P. Ware have been found from other 
excavated sites like Ujjain, Sonepur, Rajgir and PitalJputia. 

As the N. B, P, Ware practically ceases after this period from tlic sites in the Garb area, this 
period is assignable to the later phase of this ware and may be dated to c. 300-1 jo B. C. 

Period II (r. 130 B. C. to too A, D.) 

This period was enoountered only in the Garb area. In VS II were found the so-eallcd Sunga 
tcriacottas from layers 6 and 7 assignable to this period. These Suhga terracottas are similar in 
style to those found from contemporary strata at other places such as Kausambi® and Tamluk,® 
A few copper punch-marked and cast coins come from the upper layers of this period in VS I. It 
is well-known that these types of coins continued to be current till the early centuries of the Chris¬ 
tian eta, A votive disc of steatite carved with representations of the Mother Goddess, found in 
this period, is similar to a disc excavated from Tasila.^ Toy carts and other terracotta figurines 
stamped with leaf and lozenge designs are similar to those found from contemporary layers at 
Ilastinapura^ and Kauiambi. The red wrarc along with few sherds of grey ware form the charac¬ 
teristic pottery of this period, while the N, B. P, Ware is scarce, 'fhe dishes of grey wTirc 
(Type 38h) are similar to contemporary dishes (fig. 22, Type 27) from Kumrahai.® The brick 
structures of this period, which resemble those of a like date from the Pitaliputra sites, arc charac¬ 
terized by w'alls of single courses of complete bricks whicli are kid as hinders for die plinth and 
stretchers for the superstructure. On the basis of the evidence discussed above, this period has 
been dated between c, ijo B. C, and 100 A. D. 

Period III (f. too to 300 A. D.) 

Brick structures of this Period arc constructed on a foundation of brick concrete and re¬ 
semble the contemporary structures from the Pa^iputra sites, ^ Ibis Period is, therefore, assignable 
to f. 100 to 500 A, D.

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CHROmiJOGY 

The red TWixe is chsuactcristic of this Period which has yielded distinctive types of terracotta 
Egurines and beads of carnclian, agate and pottery. 

Period IV (e. 300-600 A, D.) 

Terracotta fi^iiincs. emulating the Gupta and the Late Gupta sculptural style including the 
NaigameSa types' and terracotta scalings with the legends written in the Brahnu script, datable bet- 
\^'ccn fourth and sisth centuries, are the characteristic finds which assign this Period from c. joo 
to 600 A. D. The pottery from this Period mainly comprises red ware and a few sherds deco¬ 
rated with /r/pafsa symbol. Similar decorated sherds come from other cjoavated sites of the same 
period.®

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THE CUTTINGS 


A. CUTTING VSC Cpls. III-IV; fig. i) 


N orthern Black PoUshed Ware of good finish was reported to be found tn abundance on 
tile surface at Chak RJntdas about a mile west of the Gaih area. As it was known to be a 
low area, trial excavation of the site was expected to reveal the character of the earlier 
cultures of VaiSili, With this end in view a trench, 3} feet long and 10 feet wide, running north- 
sou rh was excavated after making negotiations w-ith the owner of the land. 

No brick structures were found, but at a depth of about j feet from the ground level a con¬ 
crete floor was exposed overlaid by a 10 inches thick burnt debris, constituting the remains of a 
mud-and-tiinber supet-structuie. Two circular ovens were found lower down sealed by layer 8 
comprising compact greenish day. This layer also yielded a dish of pinkish ware bearing 
irregularly painted thick bands in deep orange shade (bdow, p, 49). On the northern section of 
the trench was exposed the buried skull and skeleton of a hyaena (below, p. 67). 

The N. B, P. Ware was exhumed here in abundance from humus to layer 10, encountered at 
15 feet hdow surface. Due to w'acer-logging further excavation was not possible, though the 
cultural deposits still continued. 

The black-and-rcd ■ware was not found in the strata above layer 7, ’while grey ware w'as con¬ 
spicuous by absence in the layers below 7. The N. B. P. and red wares, however* occur all along, 
'fhe site has been, therefore, divided into nvo phases, viz. la and Ib, respectively below' and above 
layer 7. 

The notable finds associated w'lth the earlier phase arc bone-points and iron objects 'which 
continue in the next phase also. The second phase yielded a jasper weight, beads of agate, carnc- 
lian and topaz, shell bangles and terracotta Niga figurines. 


B, CUTTING VS I (pi. V; fig. 3) 


In order to ascertain the nature of the moat and the high mound, a trench. €9 feet long and 
to feet ’wide, cunning east-west w'as laid on the eastern slope of the Gath mound, 

A flims y structure of nine courses of brickbats was exposed of the late period, but it w'as 
badly robbed. StradgtaphicalJy, it is assignable to Period IV. This structure was sealed by layer 
1 which consists of pittish stuif. 

A small 'wall of seven courses, laid on a foundation of j inches thick concrete, w'as found just 
at a depth of about 6 inches fnim the foundation of the Period IV structure. This wall w’as scaled 
by a layer W'hich was composed of grey earth wirJi sherds and brickbats. As this wall* too, w as 
badly lobbed, nothing definite can be said about the plan of the structure. However, from the 
nature of the structure which is akin to contemporary buildings from Kumrahar (Pataliputra) and 
the associated finds, this has been dated to Period III (c, 100 to 300 A, D.).

A second ring-well show-s ornate top oour^ 
having large rings (ht. i 6 inches) with tapering sides, decorated with a cable pattern at the should^ 
his ring-well is also sealed by pittish stutf. The third ring-well of more than seven rings is scale 
by a pk which cuts into layers 5 and 4. These rbg-wclls could not be fully exposed due to water- 

the base of the mound the layers are seen terminating in a slope indicating the outer boun- 
darv of the mud-rampart which, however, is more prominent in VS lU (fig. 6 ). Amongst the 
notable finds unearthed from this site arc cast and punch-marked copper coins and termeo^ amm^ 
and human figurines including those of Naigamrfa type.

level, the foimtktion offset occuirmE at the first or second course from ihc bottom and the plinth 
offset five courses higher up. The foundation courses shoiv the so-ctllcd English bond consisting 
of headers alternating with stretchers In each course. The entire wall of which 13 courses were 
prcscr^’cd above the foundation offset is single course thick, the courses between the two offsets 
being laid as headers, and those penaining to the super-struaure laid as stretchers. The house 
is but partly exposed and shows a large hall in. the noitJi and portion of an adjoining Itall in the 
south. The house was large enough to constitute an independent block with open spaces in tlie 
cast and north, both used as lanes in die subsequent periods. 

The door-level of this house, scaled by layer 6, which is dirty semi-compact day tending to 
be greenish, was roughly at 9 feet below stir^c, while its foundation overlying layer 8 lay at abfuit 
11 feet below surface. Layers j to 6 arc contemporary with Period 11 , which marked a phase of 
affluence and artistic activity on the site, culturally far in advance of Period I. The cultural reper¬ 
toire of Period ll consisted of terracotta figurines of the Mother Goddess of fully modelled and 
partly modelled varieties, terracotta animal figures and toy carts stamped with leaf and lozenge designs, 
objects of steatite indudii^ a casket and a circular votive plaque (fig* 63) carved with represen¬ 
tations of the Mother Goddess, pipai leaf, winged lion and other symbols, bone and ivory points, 
bangles and beads of potterj', copper antimony rods, and glass beads, the last showing a remark¬ 
able technological advance. A noteworthy survival in this period is a stone celt of the Neolithic 
type which w-as kept probably as an object of curiosity or sentimental value. 

The subsequent structural phase, viz. Period Hi is represented by part plans t>f three houses 
ca<^ belonging to an independent block. Generally, the towm plan of the preceding period w'as 
followed in Period HI, as "Wc find the same alignment for the largest house constituting the south¬ 
western block of Period III, as of the only exposed house of Period 11 . Further the open spaces 
in tlie north and east continued to be usetl as such in the form of lanes 1 and a in this period. 
The large house of Period 111 , which is but partly cleared, shows a corner hall of substantial size 
and part-plans of two adjoining chambers. 

The eastern block, separated from the foregoing by lane a, is even less cxirapletely exposed and 
shows portion of a house w'ith tlircc chambers in a row facing the lane. The nortlt block, demar¬ 
cated from other blocks by lane i, is practically unexplored and nothing has been uncovered of it 
save the outlines of a chamber. The structures of Period HI, unlike those of the preceding period, 
are made of brickbats. They are, however, diicker and more substantial than those of Period II 
and are invariably built on a broad foundation of rammed brickbats, 3 to 6 inches thick. The struc¬ 
tures of Period IV are flimsy like those of she VS 1 . 

D. CUTTING VS Ul (pi. VU; fig, 6) 

On the western slope of the Garh mound a long trench was laid out running longitudinally 
cast to west to find out whether the Garh is enclosed by any de fen res besides a moat which tuns 
all round it. Farltgr to our excavations, Cun nin gham in 1880-81 and Bloch in 1903-04 tried to 
trace the defences, but their explomtiom were fruitless. Spooner who excavated at the site in 
1915-14 felt disappointed for not finding any evidence of ‘masonry ramparts.’ He, however, found 
a layer of ‘very noticeably and singularly sandy soil' which according to him was 'throwTi up in the 
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excavation of the cnciicling moat/ and fcom this he concluded tliat *an earth embankment was aU 

die dtcumvallation that the site possessed/ ^ r -j 

Our excavation revealed that there was a rampart of mud measuring more than 65 ft. ^de 
and over 3 ft. high. I'he western or outer face of the original mud-rampart was traced (pi. )■ 
This shows the outer face of the rampart with a noticeable batter. 

The mud-rampart consists of different deposits which are called here layers s to 7- ^y^r 
7 consists of sticky grccnisli clay with ver>' few sherds. Layer 6 is a yellow sandy stratum whic 
has yielded besides a fair quantity of the red ware, some sherds of the N, B. P. Ware, bone-points, 
a btrautiful winged female terracotta figurine (pi. XIV B)and a terracotta Naga figurine, referab e 
to Period Ib (c. joo to lyo B. C.). Tills layer seems to be what Spooner described as smgularly 
sandy soil.’ Over this deposit, compact mud with sherds was laid to strengthen the mud-rampart. 

Tliere appears to be a second phase of the mud-rampart when a son of mud-brick struemre 
of six to seven courses was put up to prevent erosion of the hump of the rampart. It may be re c 
that mud-bricks w'cte also used for the mud defences at Hatappa.^ 

More definite results regarding the nature and stratificadon of the defences of Vaisah 
Garb site have since been obtained in the excavation conducted in 1938-59 y r an 

Sri Sitaram Roy. The published^ summary of this excavation is reproduced below :— 

**A trench, ijs ft. long and 21 ft. wide, at one of the highest points in the south-eastern cor¬ 
ner of the fort revealed that the defences fell into three Periods. , . , j , - 

In Period I the defence-wall was made of baked bricks, as evidenced by thick brick debris, 
,nd possibly belonged to the Sunga period, its it tested on , deposit nrith the NoiAe™ Black Polish- 
cd Ware and wares associated with it. The debris suggested that the breadth of this wall had 


been about 20 ft. in thickness. 

In Period II the defences consisted of a massive rampart, 68 ft. in width at the base 21 ft. 
in width at the extant top and 15 ft. in extant height; it was made of earth, the digging of which 
left a moat around the fort. A sealing of Agnimitra found in one of die p<ist-^part layers, with 
characters of the and century B, C., was a pointer to the date of die erection of the rampart. 

In Period lU, probably of the late Kushan and early Gupta age, a brick rampart, 9 ft, wide 
was constructed, with imlitaiy barwks, some of them built of bricb measuring 143 tn. X 9^ m. 
X 1 in., at least in the south-eastern comet of the fon; spear-and arrow-heads and other iron un- 

pl -- unearthed from the area of the barracks proved that they had been uMd by soldien. A 

few Kushan coins were found in this area. The open space between the barracks and the defence- 

wall about 30 ft. wide, might have been used as a road/' 

Although the character of the brick-walls of ‘Periods I and IIP Jacks definition and icmams 
to be revealed by further digging, the results of the recent excavation arc enlightening and subs- 
tantkliy oortoboratc and materially supplement the evidence from out excavaaon.

each, weie laid on the upper tcnacc m the southern part of the Garh atea. 

The site -was generally fuU of ash-pits in the upper layers, but yielded flimsy structures imde 
of reused brickbats which were assignable to Period lY. The associated finds were iron objects 
like nail and knife, terracottas including the Natgamc^a and etude Mother Goddess figurines, beads 
of pottery and glass and terracotta scalings with names of individuals written in the Gupu Brahmi 
script. Fragments of dumpy large tcrcacona figures have also been found. 

A Period III wall of four courses of brickbats was built above a dilapidated earlier wall. The 
fin ds of this period are not of touch significance. 

The available remains of a Period II wall of single course bricks are too fragmentary to yield 
any sensible plan. The associated finds of this period were terracotta aramal figurines with pundi- 
cd ctrdets and copper antimony rod. 

No structures of Period Ib were encountered except channcl-Ukc furnaces {pL IX). They 
ran and across each other and were found filled with burnt reddish sandy earth mixed with 

charcoal. As no slag or any other objects were found in or near the furnaces, their purpose 
could not be ascertained. Similar furnaces, however, have been unearthed at Ujjak where th<^ 
are definitely known to have been used for the manufacture of beads.^ The associated finds of this 
period were bone-points and iron nails.

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THE POTTERY 
A. INTRODUCTORY 

T he pottery from Vai^ill is essentially plain. Few painted waxes with black bands have been 
foi^d, and decorations, but for some simple indsed and applied patterns, ate not common, 
A few red ware sherds bearing stamped designs of leaf and loaenge, JMsa, psr/ii^f/ata and 
solar discs have been found. The pottery ts usually wheel-turned and produced either on fast or 
slow wheels. The main ceramic industry of Vai^ili consists of red ware, a small percentage of 
which is fine and weSS-fired. Generally the pottery is of medium fabric. The ted u-are is treated 

often wjth red slip or wash. Mica dusting sometimes finished udth a reddish or golden shade is 
not uncommon. 

The Northern Black Polished Ware continues In profusion from the surface to the last explored 
layer at Chak R^das (VSC), a deposit of about 14 feet. But at the Gaih site (VS I to VS IV) we 
find just a iev pieces of the N. B. P, Ware from Period Ib and fewer pieces from Period JJ, but none 
from Period 111 upwards. On the whole, the number of the N. B. P. Ware sherds from the Gath 
is small which proves this ware tras rather casual and not native to the Garh area, while at 
VSe this ware occurs in good quantity and is of fine metropolitan quality, with silvery, golden, 
black and stecNhluc lustre. The normal published tj'pes of this W'arc occur here and are illustrated 
(^‘ ?}• -A corrugated sherd and a few incomplete knob handles fpl. XB) and fragment of a stan- 
dard goblet (pi. XA, die only unpublished tyTcs* 

Associated with N. B. P, Ware, a limited number of sherds of black-and-red ware witli 
bright polished surfiice also occur from Period la at VSC. Bkek-and-red ware is not common in 
Bihar, but has been recently unearthed at Sonepur,* where this ware occurs along with the N, B. P. 
Ware and even earlier. It may also be mentioned that it has atfinity with the black-and-rcd ware 
from other excavated sites, like Ujjain, Ahax etc. Three fragmentary dishes bearing deep orange 
or black paint on dark brown slip also deserve mention from Period la (pi, XI B). 

B, Cf-IARACfERtSTICS OF TflE POTTERY 

(i) PerUJ la 

The pottery from this period is generally plain and devoid of decoration. The chatacteustic 
pottery of this period is the N. B. P. Ware with sQvcry. golden, black and steel-blue lustre, and a 
pinkish grey ware of fine fabric with a metallic finish which is akin to the N. B. P, Ware, 'fhe 
commonest type of the N. B. P, Ware is the dish and the most evolved type is tlic Hanged bowl 
(fig- 7 . VIU), Other associated wares arc,black-and-red ware with fine polish and red w-arc which 
continue to the lowest excavated layer. UrIFortunatcly further cxpJomtion was not possible tloc 
to water-logging. Some red ware sherds are clwracterizcd by tltin fabric.

(u) Period lb 

The N B P. \rare axid the pinkish grey continue, but the black-and-red waie is scarce. 
A new u-arc viz., grey A^^are of medium to cmrse fabric makes its appearance now. The com¬ 
monest u-pe of grey ware is the dish with sagger base, of medium to coarse ^bnc. Sometimes 
the grey ware is treated with yellow slip externally and grey slip internally. Basins of buff or light 
red ware of this period have soot-stains indicating that they were used for cooking purposes. Some 
red ware pots of this period were also treated widi black-painted red slip inside and out. Deco¬ 
rated slierds with impressed leaf, pSTnagbata and solar designs occur in this period. 

(iii) Ptriod 11 

Pottery of this period shows decline in quality and finish as compared to the pottery of Period 
I The N, B. P, Ware occurs rarely. The grey and pinkish grey wares still continue but not in 
abundance. Red or buff ware is plentiful, while the black-and-red ware is totally absent. 

(iv) Period 111 

In contradistinction to the pottery from the earlier levels, the pottery of this period is generally 
coarse and not well-fired and is hence greyish in the section. The N. B. P. Ware and grey wares 
disappear altogether. The red or buff ware only continues. The pottery of this period is charac¬ 
terized by roughness and want of finish. There are very few typological changes. 

(v) Period IV 

There is a basic diffcrcnc c bcca'een the ceramic industryof this period and the preceding ones. 
More decorations on the sherds are seen during period, but the fabric has deteriorated. The 
polished bright wash or red slip is replaced by a thin red slip which produces a weaker effect. Only 
red or light red warc'otcurs in this period. The pottery is characterized by grooves on the rtm. 
neck and shoulder. 

A representative collection of pots and sherds from the various periods are tUustrated here. 

C. N, B. P. WARE 

The main types in the Northern Black Polished Ware are dish and bowl with jet black, steel- 
blue, sUvery ox golden finisli. The oommonest type is dish with an incurved point^ rim having 
lustrous pinkish black polish with a golden hnisli. Tlic flanged bowl (fig- 7 , VlU) is a rare type 
from Period la.

Sometimes micaceous bowls were also used for cooking purposes (Type 60), Tbcre arc 
three mam types of lids* viz.# of the flajigcd and ink-pot varieties and a varietf with horizontal 
splayed out rim and a round t^sc. Besides these, a number of miniature vases were also found. 
They might liave been used iis toys for children and a few possibly as thimbles. Amongst the 
miniamte vases an ink-pot with four holes perforated for suspension is very intercsring (Type 74). 
Rimless vases were generally treated with slips and were also used for cooking pmposcs (Type 80). 
Bowls turned on a fast wheel arc well-burnt (Type 81 a). Basins with incurved and clubbed rim 
having ridged shoulder arc very common in Periods II and lH, Some of the basins ilfustrated here 
arc simiJar to those found at Kumiahar excavations from the contemporary layers.

The Mother Goddess is normally lepicseiwcd at Vaiiali by archaic figures, entirely modelled 
by hand. They arc characterised by bird-like face, prominent breasts, broad hips, tapering aims 
and legs, and applied and pundi^ ornaments which include collar, necklace and a prominent girdle. 
Eight examples of different varieties have been recovered from the present excavation, but only 
two of them (Nos. 2 and 8) come &om stratified deposits and arc assignable to Period U (r. ijo 
C,—100 A, D.). Figurine No. i is remarkable for showing an applied eye with a slit in the 
raddle wMch is an uncommon feature in North India but very common on the Mother Goddess 
figurines from Gandhata.i 

VaiSali has also yielded a few moulded specimens of the Mother Goddess which arc dealt with 

in the succeeding section, (below, p. 53). Only select specimens of the hand-modelled type are 
tllustratcd ;

Seven t>’pes of early moulded temcotta human figures come from Vai^ili of which figunne 
I is related to the Mother Goddess and is remarkable for being a better presc^^ specjmcn of 
AWchchhatra^ Type a to which it pertains. Figurines x-5 arc almost identical fci^e types^ 
arc similar to figurine 4 with this notable diffeience that the latter reveals Ae nudity through a 
transparent drapery. These types together with the winged female type (No. s) were ali^> 
known from Spooner’s excavations at VaisiU. Winged female figurines have also been found fioin 
Tamlukii and Kauiimbi®, where the type is sometimes associated with serpent hoo^. The wi^ed 
human figures arc common in the Gandhara art< and appear to have lieen derived from the West

This excavation has, however, yielded a unique type of 
die inasmuch as numbers one and two are conspicuous by absence and the mark of number four 
is placed opposite four and that of three opposite three.

(i) Bem-Points 

Nine bone-points have been found from VaiSall, all belonging to Period I, There arc four 
varieties of these, viz. (a) with one end pointed, (b) with [»th ends pointed, (c) with one end pointed 
and the other end tanged, and (d) with tubular holes or hollow sockets for the shaft tenon. 

The bone-points, which have been variously described as arrow-heads, styli, points and bob¬ 
bins, arc known from many proto-historic and early historic sites of North and Central India and the 
Deccan and are chamctcristic finds associated with the early cultures of these regions. These, 
however, have a very wide range in time and are known from ifohenjo-daro, Chanhu-daro and 
also from NavdatoU-Mahesbwat where they occur from the proto-htstoric times (r. laoo B.C.), to 
the end of the ;th century A. D. At Hastinapura they are associated with the Piiinted Grey Ware, 
but on most of the North Indian sites extending from Bangarh in Bengal to Taxik in the Punjab they 
arc usually found in association with the N. B. P. Ware. Ingest mliccmas of these were found 
at Nasik and Ujjain which appear to have been factoiy-sitcs. 

The bone-points with pointed ends appear to have been used as arrow-heads which is indicat¬ 
ed by a specimen found at Ujjain, stained with the blood of a bird. It is interesting to note that 
the ArthaidsirdS mentions arrow-heads of bone for rending.

D, BEADS 

The excavation yielded a total of ninety-three beads, distributed pcnodwisc as follows 
Period la two specimens; Period Ib thirty-seven; Period H eighteen; Period 111 fifteen; and Period 
IV twenty-one. Terracotta beads were found in all periods and were the only finds of this class 
from Period la* 

The material of which the beads ate made comprises a^ic, amethyst, camclian, crystal and 
topaz among semi-precious stones, besides soap-stone, foicnce, glass, shell and terracotta. Among 
semi'predous stones ag;ate and cameltan seem to be favourite materials. Glass specimens come 
from all periods except la, and are distributed as follows t Period lb six spedmens; Period II eight; 
Period in two; Period IV two* The material is either translucent or opaque glass and the range 
of colour is limited* The mote common colours arc navy blue, red, black and light green. Period 
lb appears to be the richest period for bead manufacture when glass w*as introduced and beads 
were made also of shell and numerous varieties of semi-precious stones including crystal and 
topaz.

The votive disc of gteyish white stcadtc found in this excavation is elabomely dccotated on 
the convex side with reptesenmions of the Mother Goddess, winged lion, pipal {pats rtliff&sa) 
tree and floral designs. 

Within the outer border of cable design is carved a concentric register of floral pattern, re¬ 
sembling the honey-suckle modf. The principal design placed in a broad concentric band within 
this flotd border consists of Mother Goddess figurines and two winged Hons, each sepamted 
from the other by a conventional tree motif resembling the pipal tree {pats rtlighsd). The inner drcle 
shows a mutilated figure fof a man or elephant ?) with a thick leg and a part of the body, the rest 
being chipped off. This vodve disc is unique in many respects including the way the Mother God¬ 
dess is represented. In one case she is figurerl as draped in a heavy skirt, while her head is encircled 
by a double row of pellets indicating an elaborate headdress. In tlic other case she has raised curls 
with well-delineated fiat face and wears patm-ku^alas and a heavy feathery skkt with a curious pro¬ 
jection resembling a bLrd*s wing. In both cases the figure faces front with the upper body slim and 
bare and one of the hands raised. The flat reverse is carved with animal graffiti of wltich all but 
one arc shallow, The deeper one shows the hind legs of a mutilated quadruped widi a curled tail. 
From Period H. Diameter 3,}'. (VS II, 167), pi. XXUI, fig. aa, 

a. A rectangular plaque of red jasper bsuing an interesting representation of the Mother 
Goddess in relief has also been picked up from the surface of the Vai^ill Garh site. In this the 
Mother Goddess stands in the frontal pose with the feet clumsily disposed as on tlie Bharhut 
sculptures. She has a broad round face with large blank eyes and her hair falls in a braid on the 
proper left secured by a clasp resembling vS^-mudra. She wears large paira-knndalas and a series of 
bangles and is draped in an undergarment the folds of which are schematically represented by parallel 
curves. She carries lotus flower in the right hand and a scarf in the left hand and probably 
represents an early form of when she was yet to be differentiated from the Mother Goddess, 

Stylistically it has affinities with the Suhga sculptures at Bharhut and widt the early moulded terra¬ 
cotta figurines of Period Ib found at this site (abuve, p. ja, pi. Xill) Size a.i' X 1,6*, pi. XXUI C, 

(ii) Weights tij Ktd Jasper 

At Vaifali well-polished cylindrical stone weights arc common and a large collection of these, 
picked up from the surface, can be seen in the Vai^ili Museum. Such weights arc known from 
other early historic sites of North India like Pataliputra, Kau^amhi, Rljghat and Ujjain and are com¬ 
monly found in association with the N. B, P. Ware. From tlic excavation, four jasper weights have 
been found. One of them comes from VSC (Period Ib) and the remaining from VS 11 and VS III 
(Period III). They arc all cylindrical and vary in height from .4 to ,j inches and in diameter from 
.6 to .9 inches and in weight from 5.3 j to ij.iS grammes, pi. XXUI B. 

(iii) Nfo/itbh Stone Celt 

Polished stone celts are known from numerous sites in India and quite a few have been re¬ 
cently reported from excavations in Eastern India &om such sites as Sonepnr, Tamlnk, Jauga<^ 
and Siiupilgarh. At Vaifali a celt of black basalt has been found from Period IL This celt Is w'cU- 
polished but tlic edge is blunt. Row tins ocJt ^scncountercd in~tfiis late^criod can orily be sui-

ANIMAL-REMAINS 

Skull and Sl^Um gJ an Indian Hytifna^ (pis. IV and XXli B) 

This is the fiist complete skeleton of an Indian hyaena to be exhumed ftom an excavated site. 
The skeletal remains axe fairly well-preserved and complete and come from the stratified deposits 
of Vai^ali-Chak Rimdis, assignable to eirra soo B. C. The skeleton measures 95 j mjn. of which 
i6q mjn. is coveted by the skull alone. The cranial constituents arc otherwise intact except a litdc 
rupture in the oibito-tcmporal region of the left side of the skolL Besides diis^ the post<taiiw 
osteology reveals an atlas vertebra attached to the skull itself. An axis vertebra is present, in addi¬ 
tion to eight cervical vertebrae with long slender and backwaidly sloping spinesj nine thoracic ver¬ 
tebrae with metapophyscs and anapophyses; eight lumber vertebrae with transverse processes ^ 
long neural spines; three sacral vertebrae, united together; and a solitary caudal vertebra, The 
remaining skeletal remains consist of twenty-two thoradc ribs with complete heads; seven broken 
pieces of ribs; a damaged pectoral girdle with a humerus bone and a pelvic girdle (nium) with a 
part of femur bone. In view of the extensive modification of the upper camassial it is estimated 
that the animal is full grown tailing between a J and j years in The upper molar is reduced to 
a thin strip transversely placed and sharp on inner sides offering an adaptation to a carrion fewer 
and bone crushing suggesting that the animal was a scavenger. The enormously dilated pelvis 
gives an impression that the individual was oifemak sex. The Zoo geography of this species covers 
Central Africa and South-East Asia. The cranial peculiaddcs which differentiate it from the modem 
hyaena are:— 

r. Broad skulled and shortened zygoma. 

а. Large coronoid process of the mandible. 

3. Enlarged fourth premolar tooth with protocone and rudimentary cctostylc, as a saber tooth 

adaptation. 

4. Weak mastoid process and orbito-temporal confiuence. 

5. A tympanic bulla without rudimentary internal septum. 

б. Strong jugal and the presence of Jacobson's organ. 

7. The upper camassial possessing three outer cusps and an inner cusp. 

8. I^hindibulai suspensortum occacring along with glenoid cavity. 

9. The condylar foramen located behind the foramen laeerum posterius. 

10. Dental formula isi 5/3; c i/t; p 4/3; m i/i. 

It is distinguished by an additional premoki in the upper jaw. 

The skull measures 160 mm. as occipito-maxillary length and 90 nun. as Zygomatic width.

The extensive modifications of the upper camassial in having a defimte ptotocone and a rudi¬ 
mentary ectostyle exhibit a Saber tooth adaptation. In addition to this^ the upper camassial bears 
three outer cusps and an inner cusp in contrast to the tMtro outer cusps and one weak talon of the 
lower camassial. Ihcse modifications and other differences in the architecture and disposition of 
the skull bones reveal that this species is a transitory phase of phylogeny. The fact is that contem¬ 
porary hyaena like the one in question existed as a transitional form to account for the adnuxtuce 
of features common to civet and hyaena, prior to the final descent of recent hyaena. The persis¬ 
tence of the Saber tooth adaptations in the transitional forms is a legacy of the forerunners by way 
of reversion to atavasric traits.
